55th anniversary of Darwin’s death a week from today, 
——® April 19. 


The Soviet newspapers 
lay stress on the fact that Darwin 
was not only the discoverer of evo- 
lution of species, but also a pro- 
gressive-minded friend of the peo- 
ple who fought slavery and opprese- 
sion. 

Most Soviet newspapers reprint 3 
famous letter from Darwin to Karl 
Marx, the founder of scientific so- 
cialism, thanking him for a copy 
of “Capital.” 
“Although we are investigating 
different spheres,” Darwin writes in 
his letter to Marx, “I presume how- 
ever that we both seriously desire 
to spread knowledge and that this 
knowledge will finally contribute te 
the happiness of mankind.”

Priest Angers 
Nazi Court—

BERLIN, April 12—A Catholic 
priest’s statement of his opposition 
to war today sent a Nazi judge of 
the “People’s Court” into a rage. 

Chaplain Joseph Rossaint, one 
of a group of three Catholic priests 
and four Catholic laymen, on trial 
for “high treason,” was testifying. 

Rossaint, charged with forming 
a Catholic-Communist united front, 
elaborated on his motives for plas- 
tering stickers of the Catholic 
Peace Society on trees.

The 800 workers, according to the 
rew city charter, would only be en- 
titled to pensions upon retirement 
based on their salaries for the past 
five years of city service. These 
technicians, during the past five 
years, have received wage cuts, were 
fired when receiving maximum 
salary scales and rehired at mini- 
mum scales. 

These wage cuts were made be- 
sides those provided for by the city 
“Economy Act” which contained a 
clause safeguarding the pension 
benefits. 

The bill provides that pension 
benefits be determined by the aver- 
age wage during the five consecu- 
tive years chosen by the workers 
after 1930. 

Without this bill, these employes, 
when they retire, “would be dis- 
criminated against and compelled 
to accept a considerably lower pen- 
sion benefit,” Cooper told the Mayor.

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A Lesson in Unity 
The Belgian Election 


® Looming behind the figure of the Belgian 
Fascist, Leon Degrelle, the people of Bel- 
gium vividly saw the war threats of Hitler 
and Mussolini, and the bloody peril of Fas- 
cist reaction in their own country. 

When faced with the issue of Fascism 
versus Democracy, the answer of the Bel- 
gian people was as clear as it was decisive. 

But the most significant feature of re- 
sounding rejection of the Rexist (fascist) 
Party of Belgium was the fact that Cath- 
olics and Communists joined in the common 
struggle, along with other forces, standing 
for democracy, against fascism. 

Leon Degrelle, who had made Commu- 
nism his chief target during the campaign, 
in an effort to win away the Catholic voters, 
found to his dismay that Cardinal van Roey, 
Roman Catholic Archbishop of Malines, at 
the last moment urged his flocks to support 
Van Zeeland against Degrelle. The Cardinal 
knew that the Communists also urged sup- 
port of Van Zeeland as against the Rexist 
candidate; and he knew further that the 
Catholic people had already formed a work- 
ing united front for the purpose of this elec- 
tion with the Communists, Socialists and 
others, for the all-absorbing task of defeat- 
ing the Fascist Degrelle. 

The Belgian elections will have a pro- 
found effect on the world struggle against 
Fascism because the issues involved tran- 
scend the borders of Belgium. We can look 
upon the electoral blow to the Belgian Fas- 
cists also as an integral consequence of the 
smashing military defeat delivered to Mus- 
solini in Spain, on the Guadalajara and Cor- 
doba fronts.

The Crime of Baldwin 
A Menace to World Peace 


The British lion has backed down before 
the mouse. . 

The Baldwin Cabinet has given recogni- 
tion to Franco's pirate blockade of the Loy- 
alist ports near Bilbao, and the Spanish Fas- 
cists can fire at will at British merchant ves- 
sels carrying supplies to the Loyalists. 

With this cynical action, reeking with 
hypocrisy, the unscrupulous Baldwin be- 
comes the public sponsor of the murdering 
mercenaries under Franco who are laying 
waste to Spein. 

The world had guessed that it was Brit- 
ish finance that was paying for Franco’s 
troops. 

Now the world can no longer doubt that 
the Baldwin Cabinet is the secret protector 
of the Eascist rebellion. 

With the tacit recognition of the Franco 
government and its piracy, the unctuous 
hypocrisy of the Baldwin Cabinet appears 
all the more gross since it was this Cabinet 
which initiated the so-called Neutrality pol- 
icy and the London Non-Intervention Com- 
mittee. The British “neutrality,” into which 
it tricked Blum, has been all this time a thin 
smokescreen for British support of Spanish 
fascism. 

The British flag is sacred to the Baldwin 
Cabinet only when the interests of the Brit- 
ish ruling class demand it. At all other 
times, the British flag can be fired on with 
impunity, particularly when the flag flies 
over ships carrying food and supplies to the 
legitimate Madrid Government. 

What will the leaders of the British La- 
bor movement do now? Will they continue 
their abasement before Baldwin? Will they 
continue in the path of Bevin, who, at the 
recent conference, pledged devoted loyalty 
to Baldwin’s double-faced policy? 

Herbert Morrison, British Laborite, is 
now in this country addressing audiences of 
American workers. Will he answer these 
questions upon whose answer may depend 
the fate of Spanish democracy and the peace 
of the world?

Who Shall Balance 
Budget— Poor or Rich? 


The country awaits with mingled fear 
and hope President Roosevelt’s special mes- 
sage on relief which is scheduled for this 
week. 

In his budget message in January Roose- 
velt expressed the hope that he could keep 
relief appropriations down to about $1,500,- 
000,000 for the next fiscal year in order to 
make possible a balanced budget. 

An appropriation of $1,500,000,000 would 
mean reducing the present 2,200,000 on 
WPA rolls by at least 200,000 more. And in 
recent weeks disquieting reports have come 
from Washington that the President is plan- 
ning to cut his request down even further, 
to as little as $1,200,000,000. This is the di- 
rection in which the reactionaries are try- 
ing to drive Roosevelt 

Who are these advocates of more starv- 
ation for the unemployed? Aren’t they 
the same Wall Street stooges who are 
moving heaven and earth to prevent Su- 
preme Court reform? Is the President go- 
ing to give them cards and spades by yield- 
ing to them on this question? 

Certain it is that the budget outlined in 
January has become obsolete and a new one 
is needed. But it requires an entirely dif- 
ferent kind of revision from the one con- 
templated by the relief-slashers. 

What is clearer today than it was in Jan- 
uary is that private industry is not absorb- 
ing more than a very small fraction of the 
unemployed. Instead of a further cut, an 
increase in WPA rolls is urgently needed. 

The question before President Roosevelt 
and Congress is not whether the budget 
shall be balanced, but: 

Who shall do the balancing—the poor 
or the rich. In other. words, will Roose- 
velt balance the budget by taxing the un- 
employed through lopping thousands of 
them off WPA rolls, or by taxing the cor- 
porations which are gorging themselves 
on profits surpassing in many cases those 
of 1929? 

President Green’s demand that WPA 
rolls be increased to 3,000,000 is in line with 
the bill sponsored by the Workers Alliance 
and introduced by Representative Boileau of 
Wisconsin. This calls for an appropriation 
of $3,000,000,000 to provide jobs for 3,000,- 
000 employables, a 20 per cent increase in 
WPA wages with a $40 a month minimum 
instead of $21, and $1,000,000,000 for direct 
relief. 

This is the program that should be in- 
cluded in the President’s revised budget, 
plus appropriations for housing, for the re- 

lief of farm tenancy, and for other social im-

Try as they may to disassociate themselves from 
Degrelle in his darkest day, they. cannot escape the 
fact that Degrelle was financed by Hitler, Mussolini 
and the Comite des Forges of France.

Degrelle’s decline actually began after his violent 
attempted “March on Brussels” Sunday, October 25, 
1936. The Rexists were slipping fast. Spanish events, 
and particularly the Guadalajara People’s Front vic- 
tory presented Degrelle with the certainty of his doom 
if he did not attempt desperate measures. That he 
did by the resignation of the Rexist deputy for Brus- 
sels to force the test election. 

That Degrelle would be defeated was a foregone 
conclusion; but that Degrelle would be thrown for 
a loss as he was did not appear certain. 

Now the world has no question about the senti- 
ment of the Belgian people—and by that token of the 
Dutch, French, British, Czechoslovakian-—and even 
growing sections of the German and Italian—concern- 
ing Fascism. 

Guadalajara, Cordoba, Brussels—these are further 
proof of the potency of the idea of the Interna- 
tional People’s Front in its offensive against the Fas- 
cist scourge. 

In the growing striking power of anti-Fascist unity 
lies not the promise but the guarantee that the vic- 
tory against Fascism is nearer.
